ORLEDRLTION OF THE POPE'S GOLDEN 
JUBILEE, 

Rome, Fobroney 19,—At daybroak the 
pealing of church bells announced the 
celebration of the Popo’s episcopal jubilec, 
By 4 o’clook thousands of pilgrims, tourists 
and citizens were crowded before the doors 
of St, Peter’, Two battalions of. infantry 
in full uniform were drawn up before the 
cathedral, ready to help the gendarmes in 
preserving order. The crowd grow steadily, 
but remsined quiet, despite the tremendous 
pressure caused by somo [O00 tickot- 
holders ins hopeless struggle to get near 
the doors. 

At 6 o'clock tho cathedral doors wero 
opened and the foremost of the crowd 
swept in, Within halfan hour the great 
buildiog was’ packed to the steps, Thirty 
thousand pilgrims and .25,000 or 30,000 
Catholics of this city gained admission, 
No fewer than 40,000 persons were turned 


awny by the military. : 

Tho Pope entered tho cathedral ot 9,45 
a.m, pale, but amiling, and apparently ‘in 
somowhat better health thin usual. 
eathedril rang with tumultuous chooting as 
the Pope was borne toward tho altar. His 
holiness officiated at a apecial jubilee mass, 
intoning the opening words of tho ‘Ts 
Deum,’ and giving his blessing in a clear, 
panetrating voice, The mass Insted until 
10.45 vu’clock, but apparently did not 
fotiguo hie holiness. Ho remained in tho 
cathedral for forty-five minutes after the 
celebration, and then proceeded to his 
apattmont, The crowds disporaed slowly. 

The scene at the cathedral wap brilliont 
and impressive. Tha intarior was hung 
with crimson, and was profueely dressed 
with flowers, Tho Popo.in full canonicals 
was borne: to the altar; accompanied by a 
worgeous procession of richly ‘ied and he- 
jeweled cardinals and officers of the Swiss 
Guords. The. vigat of the Popo’s move- 
ments during masa and the energy’ of his 
rales and gestures ashe gavo the blessing 
aatbnished the people. 

This afternoon the Irish pilgrims attend- 
ed services in.the church of St. Sylvester 
and were blessed by Uatdinal Logue. ‘The 
Eniglish pilgrims at St. George's roovived a 
blessing. from Cardinal’ Vaughan. This 
evening 6t,’ Poler’s and all the other 
churches, sll tho convents and hundrods 
of private houses were illuminated. The 
etreats were thronged and the square in 
front of St. Peter’s was almost impassable. 
Witbout an exception, however, tho poople 
were orderly, no arrests being reported.
